Ft. Myers News-Press: Taking 
issue with the view expressed in 
some quarters that the schoo! situ- 


ation is not as serious a» “hys- 
teria" pictures it, the Tampa Tri- 
bune pounces on a statement by 
the Lakeland Ledger that "the 
state is practically sure of making 
available as much aid as last year” 
and wants to know where this "a3 
much" is coming from. 

It is coming from practically the 
same source as last year and ap- 
parently in approximately the 
same volume. The source is the 
auto license fund which yielded, In 
round figures, about $4,500,000. In 
addition the schools last year got 
the beer money, some $400,000 
This year the beer money goes into 
the general fund to take the curse 
off it, but the auto tags, by con- 
servative estimate, should yleld 10 
per cent more, this additional 
$100,000 or so making up for the 
beer money and leaving the schools 
with probably "as much" as they 
got last year. 

If the point is raised that this 
‘as much" isn't as certain as 
formerly because it is based on an 
expected increase in the number 
of automobiles in operation, the 
answer is that it by no means rep- 
resents atl hope of state aid. The 
legislature appropriated $10,500,- 
000 for schools but of the revenue 
sources provided only the auto 
and the usual constitutional 
nill ad valorem levy, are not at 
prevent on the doubtful list: How- 
ever, the others are not entirely 
out of the picture, the chain store 
axes being in court with a pos- 
sibility the schools will get some- 
thing out of them. Whatever they 
get from this source will be that 
much more than they got last year. 

In addition the schools have a 
clair on the general fund. The 
claim is not as good as it was be- 
fore the parity clause was knocked 
out but it is still worth something. 
This is no doubt the "ace in the 
hole" which Governor Sholtz has 
been playing. Besides having been 
maintained by the legislature in 
the style to which it was prev- 
fously accustomed, the general 
fund this year has the beer money, 
liquor money and slot machine 
money. While perhaps too taint- 
ed for direct allotment to the 
schools these are juicy sources of 
revenue and should endow the 
general fund with a nifty surplus. 
The gõvernor can dip into this sur- 
plus for the schools. He has sald 
he would, and he will. He may not 
be able to dip out enough to pay 
off the $10,500,000 which the 
schools have coming but it is quite 
likely plenty will be forthcoming 
to give the schools a good deal 
more than “as much" as they got 
last year. 

Considering the several pros- 
pects and the auto tag certainty, 
the Lakeland Ledger seems jus 
fied in forecasting that the state 
is "practically sure" of providing 
the schools as much as they re- 
ceived from Tallahassee last year 
Whether that is enough to keep 
them going is another question 
It would be if they were “prac- 
tically sure" of getting ds much 
from local sources as they received 
last year.

St. Pet¥rewurg Independent: 
Now, what do you say about the 
schools, goverttor? Over in Tam- 
pa, where'a short tetm seems to be 
inevitable, the teachers and pupils 
are asking the governor what he 
intends to do. The request is 
properly addressed tothe chiet 
executive, for he not only domi- 
nated school legislation, but after- 
wards told all objectors that they 
were imagining things'and that 
he would see that the schools 
weuld stay open. The Jackson 
county board, however, seems to 
have had little faith in that prom- 
ise. They formally announced 
yesterday that the school 
would close after five and one-half 
months. At that time, said they, 
the money would be exhausted. 


St. Augustine Record: Those who 
see millions of trees in Florida 
forests broken off in the recent 
storm, must not place all the 
blame on the high winds. The 
primary cause of thís wholesale 
disaster in our woodlands runs 
back for years, according to a 
statement issued by Florida forest 
service. 

‘Turpentining of small trees, too 
many faces to a tree, faces too 
deeply chipped and trees weaken- 
ed by woods fire, are responsible 
for perhaps 90 per cent of thé loss. 
This can be rendily observed by 
riding along almost any road and 


counting the first hundred trees 
passed which have been broken off 
and Keeping a count of those 
which show poor turpentine work 
and fire damage. Conservative 
turpentine operators are now avoid- 
ing these practices. 

Future damage of this character 
may be largely avoided, say the 
forestry experts, by conservative 
operating of turpentine timber, 
utilizing it as soon as it is worked 
out, and by keeping fires out of 
the woods before, during and es- 
pecially after timber is ‘turpen- 
tined. In most cases conservative- 
ly turpentined trees, round tim- 
ber and timber which had not suf- 
fered from fires were fairly well 
atis to withstand the winds. For- 
tunately, in most localities the re- 
cent storm damage to timber was 
spread thinly over a wide are: 
making small Individual losses, but 
tht aggregate-loss for the state 
was large.
